There was a trap door leading to 
same, well hidden under brush with 
another entrance which could be used 
to make a "get-away." The still wos 
reported by the officers as being as 
dry as a powder house and one of 
the best equipped they had ever seen. 
The still house and contents, which 
were destroyed by the officers, con- 
tained the following: 150-gallon cop- 
per still, 16 fifty-barrel fermenters, 7 
thirty-gallon fermenters, 50-gallon 
flake stand, 1,200 gallons beer, 1 
pumping keg, 1 stove, 1 two-inch 8- 
eoil worm, 2 chairs, 2 lamps, 1 saw, 
1 axe, 1,000 gallons slop, 3 flve-gal- 
lon jugs, 25 cotton bigs, 100 pounds 
chop, 1 still cap. 

The men arrested were brought to 
this city and placed in the county 
jail and will have their examining 
trial before U. S. Commissioner W. H. 
Wood tomorrow morning.

slogan is "Use a pur« bred boar." 
This should be changed slightly. l»e 
slogan should be "Use a Good pure 
bred boar." There are pure bred 
scrubs (this applies to all classes of 
animals), as well as other kinds of 
scrubs. The fact that a boar is pure 
bred, even though he may be regis- 
tered, does not mean that he is neces- 
-arily a good animal or a good sire. 
A good, pure bred boar is the kind to 
seek and the kind that sows should 
be mated with. A common boar should 
be given no consideration as a breed- 
er. The quicker be is sent to the 
shambles the better. 

The above discussion relative to 
Setter hogs is very tree aad highly 
important, and yet it will benefit a 
man but little to get better hogs if he 
will not feed them properly. The two 
— better hogs aad better feeding — 
-nust go hand ia hand, for best re- 
sults. On the whole, hogs are not 
fed as well as they conld be with 
Sut littls extra effort and actually 

ss expense. This is quite true in 
some sections of Kentucky, especially 
n the Eastern part. It is safe to 
ay that much pork produced on our 
Eastern Kentucky farms is 
at an actual loss, costing fa 
more than it would to buy it. 

Corn, mast, kitchen waste 
grass are the feeds commonly de- 
pended upon in Eastern Kentucky for 
the production of pork. Xone of tbexe 
contain much protein and mineral 
matter — those materials in feed* 
which produce bone aad muscle, or, 
in other words, make the animal 
grow. Certain proportions of pro- 
tein and mineral matter are absolute- 
ly necessary in rations for hogs to 
produce satisfactory growth and de- 
velopment. The younger the animal 
the greater are the proportions of 
these two materials necessary in the 
ration. Fattening hogs need but a 
small amount. 

To supply sufficient amounts of 
protein aud mineral matter is un- 
doubtedly one of the 



Tankage is a highly concentrated 
feed, containing large proportions of 
protein and mineral matter. It com- 
bines to excellent advantage with 
feeds which are deficient in these two 
materials. For example, excellent re- 
sults are obtained from feeding corn 
and tankage when properly mixed. 

The Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station recommends the follow- 
ing proportions of corn and tanfage 
in mixtures for hogs of different 
weights: 

Hogs weighing 30 to 100 lbs., 100 
lbs. corn, shelled; 10 lbs. tankage. 

Hog, weighing 100 to 175 lbs., 100 
lbs. corn, shelled, 8 lbs tankage. 

Hogs weighing 175 to 250 lbs., 100 
lbc. corn, shelled, 7 lbs. tankage. 

About 4 per cent of the live weight 
of a hog in grain feed per day is con- 
sidered a full feed; that is, for ex- 
ample, a 50-lb pig should get about 2 
pounds of the corn and tankage mix- 
ture , mixed in proper proportions for 
a pig of that weight (as shown 
above), per day. A 100-lb. shoat 



should get about 4 pounds of the mix- 
ture per day, etc. If the hogs are 
ruining on good pasture the amount 
I urniin feed per day can be reduced 
to 2 1-2 to 3 per cent, of their weight. 

Year in and year out, as a perma- 
nent proposition, hog raising is a 
rood business. It is the man who gets 
in and stays in who makes the busi- 
ness a study, paying attention to de- 
ails, feeding good hogs and feeding 
them properly, who prospers. The 
nan who does not appreciate the ne- 
cessity of doing these things will do 
beter to devote his enegries to some 
other business.

FILE YOUR TAX REPORT 

The Collector of Internal Revenue 
at Louisville, Ky., on February 20, 
1920, issued the following statement 
with reference to the small number 
of income tax returns being filed this 
year : 

"With approximately three weeks 
left !in which individuals have to file 
their income tax returns for the 
year 1919, it is obvious from the 
small number of returns filed in this 
office up to the present time that 
this will be the banner year for de- 
linquents. 

"Realizing this fact I will, on the 
10th of March, be compelled to start 
a vigorous investigation of all de- 
linquents who failed to file their re- 
turns on or before March 15, 1920. 

"I take this opportunity to notify 
all persons liable to make return that 
the full penalties, which are severe, 
will be invoked in every case. 

"The income tax law has been in 
existence long enough for individuals 
to understand its primary require- 
ments with reference to filing returns, 
and the Collector's office will be con- 
brained to enforce all penalties pro- 
vided in the law against all persons 
who have for any reason failed or re- 
fused to file their returns on or be- 
fore the due date.

William Mather Lewis Pays Tribute 



"But the most universal agency in 
spreading the message of the Thrift 
and Savings Movement has been the 
Press.
